•THE LAST ISSUE of your paper 
was perforated with attacks upon 
the Student Lite Committee, and 
upon its student membership in 
particular. A front-page story, a 
front-page editorial, and .a column 
by one of the associate editors 
were all devoted to "panning" us. 

I certainly do not expect that the 
same space will be given to, my 
answer to your allegations, or that 
any of your' un/ust charges will 
be retracted.

Many months ago, I introduced 
a motion to admit a Hatchet re- 
porter to S- L. C. meetings.

Several meetings agd, after 
the President- of x the University 
had requested us/ to tackle the Job 
of activity reorganization, I rein- 
troduced the motion, atresslng the 
Importance of our new dutie^ to 
the student body. This time it was 
defeated five to four. It was my 
intention to await a time more 
expedient, and again bring the 
matter to the attention of the com- 
mittee. This I DID at the com- 
mittee meeting which you so vig- 
orously criticized. 

It was then pointed out that 
this situation left the committee In 
a very unenviable light. Those of 
us who had backed this proposition 
might have been able to push on to 
victory, due to the altered attend- 
ance, to the decided embarrassment 
of those members of the committee 
who had consistently opposed the 
proposition— creating the appear- 
ance, tfiat the President's letter— 
the second one, backing my \ old 
motion— had changed their votes.

dined sharply after the infliction 
of each penalty." 

But— seven of the states with the 
worst • lynching records: Alabama, 
Arkansas, Florida, Oorgla, Missis- 
sippi, Tennessee and Texas, provide 
no recovery for death or bodily In- 
jury or Injury to property by mobs 
or riots. And only 8-10 of 1 per cent 
of lynchers of the total of 5,009 
black and white persons lynched, 
have been punished. 

Present Bill Effective 

Thus, a Federal bill with like pen- 
alties of those states with county 
penalties would be the most effec- 
tive. These are *►* provisions of 
the Wagner-Van Nuys bil. 

Perhaps, as Mr. Martin says, it Is 
the privilege of southern senators 
to obstruct any legislation that 
they THINK singles the South out 
for sin. But It Is neither God-glven 
or South-given. Yes, they were 
elected Jo .SERVE, the South. But 
that Is not what they are doing. 

I maintain that the majority of 
people in the South are not only 
against lynching, but are in favor 
of Federal legislation against lynch- 
ing, and are, in fact, In favor of this 
bill. 

Mr. Martin, Answer 

Perhaps Mr. Martin can pass off 
the result of the poll taken by the 
American Institute of Public Opin- 
ion (January, 1937) which showed 
that 65 per cent of the people in 
the South favor Federal legislation 
for ivnehing. Or passing that off, 
can Mr. Martin deny the accuracy 
of the poll when leading southern 
newspapers have shown themselves 
to be in favor of this bill, such as 
the Newport News (Va.) Press, the

; Speaking In favor of the bill, Wil- 
liam Goody koontz, a Leftist, told 
members of the body that the only 
hope of averting war is by ihterna- 
tlondl co-operation. "In fact," he 
said, "the hope of the world lies, In 
co-operative action. 

"Of course there are (Wo alterna- 
tives, but I consider neither of them 
advisable." 

Then Goodykbontz cited the 
"drifting policy," which he said was 
used before the last war, and the 
policy of isolation whereby the 
United States would build up an 
army and navy so no power or 
group df powers could make -attack. 

Amendment Submitted 

Several minor amendments were 
i proposed as additions to the major- 
ity report and most of them were 
voted on favorably. 

The most important, perhaps, was 
( thp series submitted by Thomas 
Dowd of the Left. He submitted, as 
additions, the sections which would 
require the President to propose 
that disputing nations shall submit 
. their dispute to the medium of 
« arbitration and shall sign an imme- 
diate armlitlce. 

Subsequent to this, however, 
through another section of the bill, 
the President would he enjoined t«» 
declare an immediate boycott of 
Imports and Exports of all mate- 
rials and credits to and from all 
aggressor nations. 

"Aggressor Nations'* 

"Aggressor nations," as referred 
to In the measure means a state 
which first declares war, invades 
v foreign territory, attacks the terri- 
tory. naval vessels or aircraft of an- 
other state, Impose a naval block- 
ade, or aid armed hands to invade 
the territory of another state. 

All nations would be invited to 
participate In this type of action 
and the President enjoined to take 
all steps that may be necessary to 
enforce any arrangement on the 
, part of the United States.

But the recent trend, In academic 
statements at least, toward a 
strengthening of admission stand- 
ards does not seem to meet the sit- 
uation In Its entirely. Our tradition 
is a freedom of opportunity to all. 
While restriction of university ad- 
mission may be defensible In some 
regards. It would seem that the 
weeding-out process should talc* 
place within the academic structure 
itself. There are too many cases of 
non-interest and incompetence 
among the faculty— too many to 
blame the relative failure of higher 
education on lax admission stand- 
ards. 

It is nothing new to suggest thnt 
the faculty standards of our uni- 
versity could well be raised. Yet 
little seems to be under way. In- 
stead, energies of our administra- 
tors are directed, as unfortunately 
they must, to erecting new build- 
ings and coaching big-time football 
teams. Independent research, per- 
sonal facultv-student contacts, an 
awarenes sof outside events aeems 
ubdued to an academic economv of 
preparing tudents for making 
money. 

The criticism Is an old one that 
Is becoming threadbare, yet is still 
largely valid. 

It cannot be be denied that what 
la needed today is a realization— 
reconsideration if you will— of val- 
ues an dmeans in view of the *«»».* 
But that realization cannot be 
reache dlf those that are consider- 
ing the problem are divorced from 
Its present-time movements, or !f 
they are not divorced from person- 
al economic and political considera- 
tion!. j

# iDECLARING THAT JAPAN was forced Into the Sino-Japanese 
war by “vigorous anti-Japanism in China” and that “Japan’s only 
motive in her present engagement is to make friends with China,” 
Toshiro Shimanouch upheld the Japanese position in a debate on 
“The Undeclared War in China" before the Freshman Forum held 
last Wednesday night. 

Dr. Taun Stwni \Chein, pfofeisor 
of bistory at the National Central 
University In Nanking, presented 
the Chinese viewpoint. He declared 
that Japalncse aggression is moti- 
vated by Japan’s determlnatlbn to 
control China so as to establish her- 
self. as "a first-class military 
power." ■ , - vjl !j 

Dr. Chten predicted that the 
Sino-Japanese conflict will ’’decide 
the destiny, of Japap. the destiny of 
China, the temper Of the Far East, 
and to a large extent the future of 
international order.” He stated that 
control of China is the first step 
Japan is taking to establish her po- 
sition as a world military power. 

He quoted from a message of the 
Japanese prime minister to the Mi- 
kado in 1937. “It Japan wants to 
conquer the world she must first 
conquer Asia.
